In the Speffator all the fine Wits of England employ’d 
the whole Force of their Reflections, with the utmoft 
Delicacy of Stile and Fire of Imagination. The Tatler (c) 
comes from the fame Source, and is in nothing inferior 
to the other admirable Work, which has preferv’d a 
great Part of its Beauty in the French Tranflation. The 
beft Englifh (d) Authors, who wrote in other Ages, em- 
poy’ themfelves wholly about Things, and took no 

‘ains to polith their Stile. By this Means they ran into 
Periods of a tirefome Length, which are fo carefully 
fhun’d by thofe who write well in France. But the mo- 
dern Authors, of whom I have been: fpeaking, either 
guided ‘by the French Tafte, or rather by Reafon itfelf, 
have guarded _ this Defect, and their Works are fo 
beautifully finith’d in every Refpett, fo varied with re- 
gard both to Stile and Subject, that we-may fafely affirm 
the French have nothing equal to thefe mafterly Produe- 
tions. 

We have Reafon to think that Englifo Poetry will very 
foon have the fame Fortune as nglifp Profe, and that 
Corieftnefs in Verfe will be join’d to Strength of Expref- 
fion and Fire of Thought. Several Poets have already 
labour’d at this Reformation, (e) and in all Probability 
they will not fail of Succefs, The French Tongue grows 
more in Vogue in the Britifh Iles; moft People of Tafte 
there underitand it, tho’ they do not {peak it. If their 
Writers continue too proud to own themfelves Imitators 
of the French, they will doubtlefs condefcend to imitate 
them in Fact, where Reafon fhews it neceffary and ad- 
vantageous. 2 

The Wits of that Nation are generally of Opinion, 
that the French Tongue has not the Strength requafite for 
Poetry. In this they are nor altogether miftaken. The 
Purifts, as they call themfelves, have very much impo- 
verifh’d the Saaguage whey have attempted to refine: 
Many expreffive old Words have been retrenched, and 
only fuch new Terms admitted as mere Neceflity de- 
manded. Befides, it is an inviolable Rule of French 
Stile, that the fame Word muft not frequantly appear in 
Periods that are neat each other: So that having but 
few {ynonimous Terms, they often cannot vary the Stile 
except by Circumlocutions, which filling up the Place 
of a fingle Word with a whole Phrafe, caufe a Void in 
the Senfe, and muft of courfe abfolutely enervate the 
Didtion. 

But, tho’ this Sterility is inconvenient for a Poet, 
there is nothing which a fuperior Genius cannot fur- 
mount. No Mancan think DesPREAvx’s Poetry de- 
ftitute of Force, or that there is any Want of Words in 
the Language he writes in. It is certain, however, that 
the fame Degree of Genius would have Dou more En- 
ergy to his Stile ina Tongue that was lefs bounded. Such 
the Englifo certainly is: Never was Language lefs {crupu- 
lous in adopting foreign Expreflions. It appropriates to 
itfelf not only Words, but the very Turn of Phrafes, 
and fometimes the Phrafes themfelves. Whatever is ex- 
preflive, and conduces to fhorten Difcourfe, is at once 
made free in this Land of Liberty. 

Nor is this great Riches of Words fufficient to fatisfy 
the Englifo Love of Energy and Brevity: They are as 
bold in their Writings as they are in their Battles, and 
of their own Authority employ Words that have not 
even the Sanction of Cuftom: They give to Expreffions 
every Signification that Analogy will in the leaft juftify. 
Their Boldnefs in Metaphors is unlimited, and yet they 
efcape Criticifm, provided the Dignity of the Senfe an- 
fwers the Magnificence of the Words, and they do not 
grow fublime upon Trifles.

Tt is difficult to reconcile this Tafte of the Nation 
with their conftant Admiration of the Ancients, and 
particularly of Homer, who ufes Metaphors as rarely as 
he abounds in Comparifons, and whofe chief Defenders re- 
commend him above all for his Simplicity. But perhaps 
the Practice of the Engiifh in this Refpedt is more reafon- 
a an their Admiration. é 

this as it will, the Englifh with Juftice reproach in 
the French a Defect of Bolas. Maay muon the lat- 
ter are for crouching under the Rules, and not givin 
Currency to a hardy Expreflion, let it produce ever fo 
good an Effe&. Scarce will they permit their Poets of 
eftablifh’d Reputation to take a Licence of this Nature, 
and to a young Beginner, who is toiling after a Fame 
equal with others, they abfolutely forbid it. This Ri- 
gour is utterly to be condemn’d, there being no Poetic 
£xcellence without daring: And if young Authors are 
not permitted the only Liberty that can + tim them out 
of Obfcurity, and which renders the great Poets what 
they are, they muft continue all their Lives correét and 
tirefome, There will be no Faults found with their 
Works, but much lefs will there be any Beauties admir’d. 

There have indeed been fome young Poets, who, con- 
tent to fatisfy the reafonable Criticks, and defying little 
Cenfures, have appealed from the Rules to good Senfe, 
and fo made their Works be read. The Fire wh'ch animates 
their Writings mutt be felt even by the Pwrifts themfelves, 
and oblige them to grant thefe bold Adventurers the Li- 
berty they had preferv’d only for Authors of long efta- 
blith’d Merir. 

They have been more caut'ous with regard to another 
Kind of Slavery, which is not lef fevere nor unjuft: 
I mean the Slavery of Rhime, with refpect to which the 
Laws are fo rigid, that the leaft Fault is thought unpar- 
donable, tho’ committed in favour of a Thought equally 
juft and new, that muft have loft all its Force under 
the Tyranny ofa more perfeé& Rhime. 

A great Genius may indeed fometimes obtain Advan- 
tage and Glory from this Difficulty, when he furmounts 
it, an@his Verfes appear natural under this terrible Re- 
ftraint. This Degree of Succefs may be obtain’d in 2 
Piece of moderate Length ; but it is almoft impoffible 
in a long Work, that this Exaétnefs, which requires 
a continual Attention to fomething very different from 
the Poetic Enthufiafm, thould not extinguith the Fire 
of the Imagination, and make the Poem languid in a 
great Number of Places, 

There are in Poetry two Sorts of Expletives. Thofe 
which difcover themfelves, at firft Reading, to be foifted 
in only for the Sake of Rhime, and exprefs nothing 
which has not been before faid, are intolerable. An Au- 
thor that has any Refpect for the Publick, or Value for 
his Reputation, will ftudy two Hours upon the Turn of 
a Line, rather than admit one of them into his Writings. 
But there are other Expletives more delicate, which do 
not appear to common Readers. It cannot be faid they 
are abfolutely ufelefs, and that they exprefs nothing; but 
a Judge at the fame Time fees they were not neceffary, 
nor had been ufed if the Author had been entirely at Li- 
berty in his Periods. 

Thefe Expletives fometimes clog the Stile of the belt 
French Poets, even of Borteau himfelf, who is one of 
ayo: ee and mafculine ‘in his Verfes, 
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It is perhaps for this Reafon that in their Works of 
gteat Length chey utterly renounce Rhime, and content 
themfelves with Meafure only: Which is a great Relief 
to both Poet and Readers, faving the firft abundance of 
Pains, and the other frequen: Difguft. 

It were to be wifh’d the French would imitate fo rea- 
fonable a Liberty: For it is wrong to think they could 
not caufe (f) blank Verfes to be relifh’d. Their Novelty, 
to be fure, would for fome Time difpleafe ; but as this 
Difpleafure could arife only from the contrary Habit, 
and not from Reafon, the old Cuftom would give to the 
new, with as much Facility as one Fathion is fupplanted 
by another.

Venice, Dec. 24. Prince Lichtenftein, who was endea- 
vouring to pafs the Teflin, in order to cover the Mila- 
nefe, and preferve the Communication with the Queen’s 
Territories, has unluckily mifcarried in that Aitempt.

might at the fame Time fall upon him in the Rear, and

is Enterprize, and retire to Novara and Vercelli. The 
Depuration fent from the City of Milan te compliment 
Don Philip, being come as far as the ‘Certofa, met an 
Exprefs with Orders for them not to proceed any far- 
ther, acquainting them, that the Infant being imme- 
diately 10 fet out for Pavia, found himfelf obliged to 
defer the Reception of them to another Occafion. There

A little before this Arret came out here, Orders were 
fent down to all the Sea Ports for its Execution; and 
we hear an Embargo is already laid on the Dutch Veffels 
at Rouen, and other Ports. of the Kingdom. M. Van 
Hoey, the Dutch Embaflador, has made Reprefemta- 
tions about it; but all to no Purpofe hitherto.

Walls that they had two Hoftages ready to be deliver’d 
at the Englifh Gate, which is on the oppofite Side of 
the Town.

Invernefs, Dec. 22. Upon the News of the March of 
the Rebels into England, and fonie pretended Sucvefles 
gained by them, the Frafers, heddéd* by Lord Lovat’s 
Son, form’d a Sort of Blockade of* Fort Auguftus, 
while Lord Lewis Gorddén in Bamff and Aberdeen- 
thire, was raifing Men and levying Money, by Force 
and Threats of the moft fevere Military Execution : 
The Money expetted from the Town and Shire of Aber-, 
deen amounted to near 13,0001, Sterling: Thereupon 
the Earl of Loudon with §00 of the well-aff 
Clans, march’d in a very fevere Froft thro” Strathertick, 
Part of Lord Lovat’s E(tate, on the South Side of Loc 
nefs, to the Relief of Fort Auguftus. He met with 
Oppofition, fupplied the Place with what was wanting, 
and return’d hither upon the 8th, afier letting the In- 
habitants of Stratherrick know what they wete toex- 
pect if they joined the Rebels. This Detachment, after 
one Day’s Reft, was order’d to march to relieve bam 
and Aberdeenthire: For this End the two Companies of 
Mackenzies, who had been pofted near Brahan, were 
call’d into this Place on Monday the oth, and on Tuef- 
day the roth the Lord Loudon, with 850 Men, march’d 
out to Lord Lovat's Houfe of Caftle Dounie, to obtain 
the beft Security he could for the peaceable Behaviour of 
the Frafers; and at the fame Time the Laird of Mac- 
leod was detach’d with 00 Men, (400 whereof were of 
his own Kindred) towards Elgin, in their Way to Bam 
and Aberdeenfhire, to prevent the Rebels recruiting 
there ; and they were to be follow’d by Lord Loudon 
and as many Men as could be fpared from hence. Lord 
Loudon prevail’d with Lord Lovat upon Wednefday the 
rrth to come into Invernefs along with him, and ta 
live there under his Eye until he. fhould bring in alt 
the Arms which the Clan was poflefs’d of, which he 
promifed to do againft Saturday Night following, and 
highly condemn’d the Behaviour of his Son. Witte 
Lord Loudon waited for the Delivery of ‘their Arms, 
200 Men under sag Monro of Culcairn, were de- 
tach’d by his Lordfhip to follow Macleod to Elgin and 
Aberdeenshire. Lord Lovat, after delaying to fulfil his 
Promife from Time to Time, at laft ‘found Means to 
get out of the Moufe where he was fodg’d, at a Back 
Paflage, and made his Efcape. In the mean time Mac- 
leod march’d forwards to Elgin, and from thence hear- 
ing that 200 Rebels had taken Poffeffion of the Boats 
of Spay at Tochabors, and pretended to difpute the Paf- 
fage with him, he advanc’d on Sunday the 15th to the 
Banks of that River, which the Rebels on his Approac! 
quitted, leaving him a quiet Paffage. From thence he 
advane’d -on the 16th and r7th to Cullen and oe 
whilft Capt. Monro with hiszoo Men, on the 17th 
18th, advance’ iby Keith to Strathbogie, and the Rebels; 
who were in Poffleflion of thofe Places, retir’d towards 
Aberdeen. Mr. Grant of Grant join’d Capt. Monre 
with 500 of his Clan, and march’d with him to Strath- ‘ 
bogie. Opes the roth it was refolved by Mr. Macleod 
and Capt. Monro to mareh the next Morning, the firft ~ 
from Bamff to Old Moldrum, 12 Miles off. Aberdeen, 
and the laft from Strathbogie to Innerourie, which is 
ar the like Diftance. The Rebels had drawn sogether a 
confiderable Body at Aberdeen, and were in Expeétation 
of a Reinforcement from Perth and Dundee. ' We ex- 
pett a Reinforcement here foon of two Companies of 
Macdonalds from the Ifle of Sky ; another Company of 
Mackenzies ; another Company of Mackays, and a 
Company of Roffes, each of whi panies will 
confift of roo Men. The Rebels at Perth have net had 
any Acceflion of Strength from this Country, favé from 
the Frafers before-mention’d, who amount to between 
2 and 300, and fome Macdonalds of Clanronald’s People 
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from Moidart, wHo march’d thro’ Athol fix Days ago, 
efcorting a confiderable Quantity of Spanifh Money 
that was lately landed in the Iiland of Barray. The 
Perfon ftiling himfelf Lerd John Drummond has pub- 
lifh’d a Declaration as Commander in Chief of the 
French Forces in Scotland, and declares that the French 
King will fupport the Pretender to the urmoft, threat- 
ning Deftruction to ail who fhall nor affift him. The 
Rebels at Perth, by the Dire&ion of fome French Engi- 
neers, are forcing in all the Country People to fling up 
Intrenchments ; to repair in fome Sort Oliver’s Fort, 
and to fetch in the Water of Almond, 

Stirling, Dec. 23. Eight hundred Highlanders from 
Perth, are in this Neighbourhood, being quarter’d at 
Down, Dumblain, and Bridge of Allan, Four or five 
hundred more of the Highlanders have march’d to Dun- 
dee and Montrofe, where there are 3 or 400 Rebels under 
the Command of Sir James Kinlock, and one Ferrier. 
Some imagine their Defign of going to thefe Places is 
to cover a new Landing expected there ; and others, 
that it is to guard the Hazard Sloop, and other Ships at 
Montrofe. There remains very few Highlanders at 
Perth, and about 400 French Men. Innercauld’s Men 
did not rife at firft, but a Party came lately into Mar, 
and began to burn two or three Corn-Yards; upon 
which 300 of them march’d to Aberdeen, and join’d 
Lord Lewis Gordon, who is now upon his March to 
Perth with a Body of 800. 


The following Letter has been receiv'd at the Admiralty from 
Commodore Knowles, who was fent to enquire into the true 
State of the Preparations making in France to invade Eng- 
land. 

ooh, my laft I have been over to Boulogne and 

Calats, and had as diftinét Views of what is in thofe 

Places, as it is poflible, unlefs I had been afhore in Per- 

fon. At Boulogne I ftood within Half a Mile of the 

Pier-Heads, that even a Privateer’s Sloop Shot went 

Over me: The Battery from the Pier-Head (which con- 

fifts but of five Guns) fir’d many Shot, but none did 

Execution. It was not poffible to count the Veffels as 

they lay, not knowing how to diftinguifh thofe of two 

Mafts, or thofe of one; but upon the whole I am of 

Opinion there is not fixty Veffels of all Kinds in the 

Harbour, (and my Brother Captains do not think there 

are fo many :) The largeft of thefe was a Galliot-Hoy, 

whofe very Gaff was much higher than any of the other 

Veffels Mafts-Heads ; and there was not one fingle one 

which had a Top-fail-yard rigg’d aloft. 

This Morning about Eight o’Clock I was within two 
or three Miles of Calais Town, and faw three or four 
Gnall Top-fail Veffels in the Pier, the reft were all Gal- 
liots and Fifhing Boats, and did not exceed thirty in 
Number. 

By Capt. Gregory’s Account of the fame Date, who 
was fent to take a View of the Preparations at Dunkirk, 
it appears there are but five or fix Vefleéls in the Road, 


and a very few in the Harbour, 
Admiralty-Office, Fan.

However it is certain. that 
they have loft feveral by Defertion and Death fince the 
arriv’d at Glafgow, where they have alfo inlifted hich 
50 or 60, whe took on with them for Want of Bread, 
Their Demands upen Glafgow for Broad-cloth, Tarta 
Linnen, Bonnets, and Shoes, amount to near 10 a 
Sterling in Value, befides which, they fay they mut 
have a Sum of Money. They have affefled Provofe 
Buchanan in 5001. for promoting the new Levies on the 
Behalf of the Government, and have been very out~ 
ragious againft all thofe who appear’d zealous and a@ive 
in raifing them, by plundering and burning their Houfes, 
deftroying their Goods and Furniture, and (where t 
could not carry off their Provifions) by {poiling them in 
a moft unheard-of Manner, which, fo far from having 
the Effect they propofed, has greatly increafed the Spiri 
againft them. They give out that they are to attack 
Stirling, and on Monday Noon the Cannon from Perth 
was mov’d towards that Place, amongft which are twe 
Pieces of Eight Pounders, two of Twelve, two of Six- 
teen, all Brafs, befides Iron Cannon, and a large Quan- 
tity of Powder and Ball ; the Rebels from Perth march’d 
therewith. The Prifoners who were at Perth are fentte 
Glames. Here are Advices here, that the Rebels had got 
fome of their Military Stores, particularly Iron Cans 
non and Ball, from Montrofe by Sea to Perth, and that 
they had fitted out the Hazard Sloop, and a Privateer at 
Montrofe, which were ready to put to Sea, and that thep 
were alfo fitting out an arm’d Sloop at Perth. At this 
laft they have fortified Oliver Mount, and have from 
100 to 200 Country People daily employ’d in fortifyi 
the whole Town. As foon as we heard that the fi 
Divifion of the Troops fent to this Place from Marfhal 
Wade’s Army had patled Newcaftle, we began to repair 
the Fortifications of this City, and gave Notice to the 
People in the Country, upon whom we could depend, 
to be in Readinefs to come hither for the Defence of the 
City. The Friends to the Rebels in thefe Parts fent Ex- 
prefs after Exprefs to them to Glafgow, to haften their 
March hither, and on Monday Night we had Intelli- 
gence that they had cali’d in their Cloathing half made, 
and pack’d it up, which we took for a Signal of theig 
March. Thereupon the Militia was call’d into the City, 
and more came than we could quarter. Horfes were or- 
der’d out to meet the firft Divifion of Troops, and Re- 
lays were ready for them upon the Road, which the 
Country People contributed with great Chearfulnefs; 
and this Morning two Regiments of the firft Divifion 
arriv’d here mounted on the Horfes before-mention’d 
from Dunbar, and were receiv’d with Huzzas, Illumi- 
nations, &c. The Soldiers are all hearty. They were 
entertain’d at Dunbar, and Half-way Place at Aberlady, 
at the Expence of the City ; fo that now we think our- 
felves quite fafe from the Rebels. The Glafgow Regi- 
ment is here, and makes a very fine Appearance, Itcon- 
fifts of upwards of s00, all young able-bodied Men, 
who perform their Exercife very well, and do Duty with 
the Regular Troops, befides 160 Volunteers from Paiily. 
They fhew’d a great Spirit in marching hither, when te 
appear’d impracticable to defend Glafgow. There cere 
tainly has been a Skirmifh between the Rebels neag 
Aberdeen, and a Part of Lord Loudoun’s Men com- 
manded by the Lairds of Macleod and Calcairn; it is 
faid to have ended to the Difadvantage of the latter, 
who were inferior in Numbers. There are however as 
yet no Accounts of that Affair but what the Rebels gives 
the moft fanguine of whom fay, it was a total Route 5 
others, that about 20 on each Side were kill’d, and about 
60 of our Men taken Prifoners. The Argylithire Mea 
are now ready toco-operate with our Troops. 
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
